Grain Commissioner, and George Serls, Chief Grain Inspector, 
in a report on their recent investigations in Europe. The gov- 
ernment tabled the report in the House today. 

Shipments complained of were in every case routed via 
United States ports, chiefly Buffalo, and they endanger the 
prestige of Canadian grain. Tho experts recommend that the 


Canadian government negotiate with the United States in 


tightening of United States regulations. 

European boards of trade hold the Canadian government 
strictly responsible for the accuracy of grading export grain, 
which is sold on certificates and must be accepted by the pur 


chaser accordingly:
